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GAME ON, 
PECKHAM 

Pedler’s ChefG on foraging, the area’s thriving 
food scene and his next Peckham endeavour

F rom the oldest restaurant in 
London to the buzzing streets 
of Peckham, Gareth Crosby, 
Executive Chef at Pedler, likes 
to bring a little bit of the countryside with 
him. Gareth, or Chef G as he’s fondly 
known among colleagues, has a real 
passion for seasonal, locally sourced 
food. His carefully crafted menus change 
daily, working with the ebb and flow of 
nature, which is why he refers to himself 
as ‘head forager’. 

He’s also particularly fond of game 
season, although vension and grouse are 
somewhat lacking in these parts of south 
London. Fortunately, his local alies - 
Flock & Herd on Bellenden Road and 
Butcher’s Block, a family run business 


that’s been in Peckham for generations 
- are only too happy to help out there. 

‘I basically let the suppliers dictate 
what we use and it depends whatever 
season is in play at that moment. We had 
partridge on the menu recently, which 
went down really well, and we had rabbit 
on before that. The butcher has just got a 
load of grouse in, so we’ll put that on the 
menu too. I try to keep it simple and 
classic with game, so I’ll probably put 
them with some game chips and maybe a 
redcurrant jus.’ 

Game chips? 

‘Yeah. You slice the potatoes on a 
mandolin, kind of like McCoys crisps 
with the ridges on, then fry them in game 
fat so they crisp up.’ Wow. 


Chef G spent his formative years at 
Rules (the oldest restaurant in London), 
which is known for its game and helped 
nuture his passion for this particular 
season. Rules has its own estate in the 
High Pennines, incidentally, but Chef G 
likes to look closer to home: ‘We like to 
reduce our food miles, if I can get 
anything close by it’s a bonus,’ he says. 

Vegetables are sourced from Watts 
Farm, which has farms in Kent, Essex 
and Bedfordshire, as well as some 
organic produce from Keats Community 
Farm near Bexley. 

‘And we’ve got a local community 
farm that just grows whatever they can,’ 
he says. ‘At the moment they’ve got 
edible flowers and green beans, so they 
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interview

will bring it over that day and I’ll create 
the menu around it. We’ve got our 
regular dishes, but I like to experiment 
with the flavours whenever I can.’ 

Pedler, founded by the team behind 
Little Bird Gin (Peckham even has its 
own gin) is certainly a restaurant bom of 
experience. At the helm are former Drake 
& Morgan director Taskin Muzaffer, 

Little Bird founder and 
master distiller Tim 
Moore, Chef G and 
Pedler restaurant 
manager Pm Clarke 
(both Chef G and Pm 
formerly worked 
alongside Taskin at 
Drake & Morgan). 

Created as a neighbourhood restaurant, 
it has been pulling in the crowds from 
across London with its fresh food ethos, 
quirky, cool decor, cracking cocktails and 
all-day menu that offers everything from 
gin sausages for breakfast to spectacular 
Sunday lunches. It’s eternally packed, 
and there’s even more of it to come... 

In November the group plans to open 
its second venture, a pizza restaurant with 
an upstairs cocktail bar near Queens 
Road station on the other side of 
Peckham. Plus, Little Bird Gin will soon 
be opening a gin bar in the arches

underneath Peckham Rye station with 
cocktails and hot dogs by Good Dog. So 
what is it about SE15? 

‘We all live in Peckham,’ says Chef G. 
‘I lived in Bermondsey for about seven 
years, then I moved here last year. 
Taskin’s been in Peckham for five or six 
years and he saw the uptake of people 
coming down here, then this site came up 
and he fell in love with it. I was a bit 
dubious, I was thinking about 
Bermondsey Street, but it turned out to 
be the right result. 

‘We didn’t anticipate Pedler being as 
busy as it was when we first opened,’ he 
continues. ‘We have a 
lot of regulars but also 
a lot of people from 
north or west London, 
which is fantastic. 
House prices have 
rocketed around here 
and everyone’s trying 
to get in at the 

moment, especially [on Peckham Rye].’ 

‘Rosie Lovell has opened here on the 
back of her success in Brixton,’ adds 
Laura Sullivan, Director of Sales & 
Marketing for Pedler and Little Bird Gin. 
‘It’s nice for Peckham because it’s more 
of a destination, it’s not just the residents 
that are coming here, people have heard 
about us from social media and friends.’ 

Chef G is reluctant to give too much 
away about the new pizza restaurant, as 
they are still finalising the details, but 
he’s happy to tell me about the food. 

‘We’re getting a wood-fired oven for 


the pizzas. Pizza in London at the 
moment is all sourdough bases or Italian 
pizzas with English produce. We’ll be 
different because we’re getting 
everything from suppliers in Italy. We’ve 
been to Naples maybe six or seven times 
in the last year trying to work out the best 
pizzas to make. We went last month and 
tried 26 pizzas in two days! 

‘The [Queens Road] site seems perfect 
and hopefully it’ll take off like it did 
here. There’s a lot of new housing, Beer 
Rebellion is doing really well down 
there, and there are another couple of 
shops for sale, so more things will open.’ 

The new place will have a ‘similar 
vibe’ to Pedler, but ‘all the venues we 
have are going to have their own 
personalities,’ says Chef G. ‘All the 
venues?’ I repeat. Yup, the Pedler team 
has plans for further venues, but they’re 
keeping the ‘five-year plan’ firmly under 
their hats. Watch this space...

The Camberwell comedian contemplates a move to the country 


O ne of the bonuses of being in my line 
of work is that you get to explore the 
highways and byways of Great Britain, 
including the leafy green thatched roof 
bits. It doesn’t take much more than a sunny day 
in June to get you fantasising about what it would 
be like to live in the country. 

For some reason this rural 
idyll always arrives neatly 
packaged with hens, Agas and 
ponies. I can easily imagine 
myself living the wellington- 
boot lifestyle, but the truth is 
I’m imagining another kind of 
me: the sort of woman who can 
make a quiche without looking 
at a recipe, a woman who 
yomps cheerfully for miles with 
a dog, a woman who can sail 
and possibly has her own 
wetsuit, a cheerful outdoorsy 
type who isn’t scared of loud barking and the 
terrifying size of a fully grown horse’s head! 

I’ve had friends who have moved out to the 
seaside or to rural villages.

Socially they seem to have a great time - they 
have loads of mates and meet up regularly in the 
local pub (unlike most Londoners who save money 
by drinking at home), they summer-time swim in 


freshwater lakes rather than swallowing back the 
chlorine/urine combo of the public swimming pool, 
they have parties with bunting in village halls and, 
come autumn, they smell of bonfire smoke and have 
perennial roses on their cheeks. 

So why don’t I go? The Old Man has a secret 
Cornwall craving (his dream is of a crashing sea 

view) and there is nothing that ties 
me to London - I wasn’t bom here, 
I can write anywhere and gig from 
anywhere. But in the same way 
I know I’ll never make a quiche 
without looking at a recipe book,

a few weeks of leaving my bike 
outside the post office, the novelty 
of it not being nicked would wear 
off, and as for ‘yomping’ cheerfully 
anywhere, the reality would be 
sulking indoors and getting 
hysterical about not being able to get Wi-Fi.

D uring the week, painter and 
printmaker Jo Oakley lives 
and works in a converted 
19th century coach house 
and stables in Lee.

“comfortable” and “eclectic”. ‘I like 
50s, 70s, Arts & Crafts, Swedish... 

I certainly don’t belong to one tribe.’ 

The heart of Jo’s home is very much 
her retro kitchen with its cream and red 
original 1950s fitted units from the 
English Rose Kitchen Company. Like so 
many of her possessions, it’s the history 
as well as the design that appeals. After 
the end of World War II, aircraft 
manufacturer CSA decided to use their 
engineering expertise to create Europe’s 
first modular kitchens. 

T’ve always hankered after an 
English Rose kitchen and I was lucky 
enough to find one on eBay,’ says Jo. 

A pink Smeg fridge and a few rolls of 
Mini Modems’ Whitby wallpaper add 
more character to the kitchen, and a 
feature wall in Farrow & Ball’s St Giles 
Blue, just off to the right of the calm, 
cream living area, adds a flash of colour. 
Jo also had a wooden studio built in the 
garden, where she works every day. 

Her seascapes and still life pictures, 
some of which can be seen around her 
home, sell in galleries around the UK, 
and this year two of her works were 
selected for the Royal Academy of Arts’ 
prestigious Summer Exhibition. 
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T have had work selected before,’ 
says Jo, ‘but to have two pictures was 
quite something - they take 14,000 
submissions and only choose 200. It’s 
a lovely thing to be part of and there’s 
a nice party too,’ she adds. 

This month, Jo will be opening up her 
home and studio to the public as part of 
Lee Green Open Studios, which she 
started 16 years ago. Forty-seven local 
artists will take part, from photographers 
and sculptors to a bespoke guitar maker. 

‘I’d taken part in open studios years 
ago when I lived in Greenwich, so 
I thought it would be great to have 
something similar in this area,’ she says. 
‘My mum, who lives nearby, is also an 
artist so she joined in too and it quickly 
spread because Lee Green has a big 
artistic community. It’s a pretty unique 
event as it’s all within a few streets and 
people love it because they get to see art 
on display in a real home environment.’

The couple wanted to combine 
traditional rug-making techniques with 
contemporary design. ‘It’s about innovation 
and great craft,’ says Christopher, T think 
people underestimate how special 
handmade mgs are. It’s essential that the 
materials are the best. We get our wool 
from the Tibetan Plateau where the sheep 
graze at extremely high altitudes and the 
wool is full of natural oil (lanolin). If you 
treat the wool with respect during the 
weaving process, this oil will help protect 
the finished mg for the duration of its life, 
which could be hundreds of years.’ 

The Rug Company, which designed a 
mg for the Royal Rowbarge Gloriana 
featuring the Queen’s cipher, has worked 
with some of the best creative minds of our 
time, including Tom Dixon, Alexander 
McQueen and Barber & Osgerby. This year 
also marks the 15th anniversary of their 
collaborations with Paul Smith, who has 
designed a new collection in celebration. 

Other design houses have started to 
adopt a similar ethos, combining striking, 
contemporary design with artisan craft. 
Check out Jonathan Adler, who seeks out 
artisan mg makers in Pern and India, and 
Jardin D’lnterieur, a new collection of mgs 
and runners by master Parisian designer 
India Mahdavi in collaboration with French 
textile producer La Manufacture Cogolin 
(available online at discoverdeliver.com). 

‘Always choose a mg that you love, like 
an artwork,’ says Christopher. ‘It will last 
for many decades, so you want to love it in 
20 years’ time. A good mg seller will help 
advise you and let you take the mg home 
first to try it in situ. In terms of quality, 
turn it over - you should be able to see 
thousands of knots in a genuinely hand- 
knotted mg. And look out for the raw 
materials, a mg is only as good as the 
materials it is made from.’

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MODERN HISTORY 

How period homes can accommodate modem families with style and charm 

Words MARK TITMAN 


T he evolution of the English 
household has led to smaller 
families living in the traditional 
south east London home. 
Terraced and semi-detached houses 
built circa the 1890s generally revolved 
around the dining room and the formal 
coming together of family and friends. 
This is why the kitchen was usually set 
away at the back of the house. 

Today, with smaller households, the 
requirement for large dining areas has 
diminished and ‘the cook’, no longer a 
member of staff, but a family member, 
who would probably prefer to be 
surrounded by family and friends as they 
get to work! We also use our gardens 
differently, less for storage or vegetable 
growing and more as a social or leisure 
space, so many people wish to continue 
this extension out to the garden. 

As an architectural designer, I have 
found that many clients prefer to modify 
the old-fashioned layout of their homes, 
rather than move. This accounts for the 
increasingly popular trend to extend 
through the rear of these houses. The 
kitchen has become the vibrant hub of 
the house as families wish to come 
together, keeping an eye on the little 
ones in the garden or helping out with 
homework while you prepare dinner.

Often when designing an extension, I am 
asked to build sideways and rearwards to 
create a large, open-plan area that leads 
out on to the garden for larger parties 
and summer barbecues. By opening up 
the rear of the house to the garden, the 
outside can be more easily accessed and 
enjoyed, especially if you swap bricks 
and mortar for wall-to-wall windows 
- which is achievable even in period 
properties located in conservation areas.

this way animates your home in a 
more lively and refreshing way than a 
fridge magnet collection ever could! 

Conversely, this open-plan style 
creates opportunities for the 
architectural designer to create 
smaller, intimate features, such as a 
window seat.

A stone table that extends and 
opens into a birdbath is a beautiful 
feature that allows the cook to watch 
birds bathing within arm’s reach.

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Protecting 
your assets 

Whether you’re planning to cohabit 
or marry you can protect your assets 



A rranging to move in together with your 
partner is far easier than arranging a 
marriage. If things go wrong, however, 
dividing up property can be difficult. 
This can be of particular relevance if the 
parties were of unequal financial position at the 
start of the relationship. Consulting a solicitor and 
taking the appropriate steps is one way to 
protect your assets. 

A Cohabitation Agreement that can be 
enforceable as a contract may be helpful in 
these circumstances. The Cohabitation 
Agreement can cover a range of issues 
including who is responsible for what outgoings 
and also how capital assets are to be distributed 
in the event of a separation. It can also detail 
how the home shared by the parties should be 


dealt with upon the separation. 

The home shared by the parties can be 
particularly significant if it was bought by one of 
the parties prior to the commencement of the 
relationship. The Agreement can specify what, if 
any, interest the new partner may gain in the 
property and further can detail what 
contribution, if any, they are to make. 
Alternatively, the Agreement could 
acknowledge that the partner is to have no 
interest in the property and will not acquire any 
regardless of what contributions they make. 

A Pre-Nuptial Agreement is for couples who 
are about to marry. The terms of the Agreement 
sets out how the parties wish their financial affairs 
and capital assets to be dealt with should they 
subsequently divorce. Pre-Nuptial Agreements 


at present cannot be enforced as Contracts. 

The Family Court retains its discretion and is able 
to disregard the Agreement where it would 
seem unfair to the couple to uphold its terms. 
However, in a recent landmark case, the Family 
Court took the approach that the terms of a 
Pre-Nuptial Agreement should be adhered to 
providing that the Agreement was freely 
entered into with a full understanding of its 
implications. Pre-Nupital Agreements are 
therefore becoming increasingly influential when 
it comes to the division of property by the 
Courts, meaning they are becoming far more 
common in practice.

Sprouts are not just for Christmas. Try them with duck , almonds & anise jus 


U nloved and overcooked, sprouts 
become overpoweringly 
pungent and spongy, chosen 
merely as the token green 
veg on Christmas day. This is a 
real shame as, cooked with 
care, they are sweet and nutty 
with a lovely firm texture. 

Perfectly cooked sprouts 
need little more than four 
minutes in boiling salted 
water. If, however, you are 
looking for something a little 
more imaginative, refresh them in 
iced cold water then saute in duck fat 
with chestnuts or almonds. As they 
fry the rich fat caramelises the sprouts’ 
natural sugars, enhancing their sweetness, 
while the toasted nuts emphasise their 
nutty flavour. 

It’s not just the sprout itself that is 
undervalued; their leafy tops, despite 
their excellent flavour, are pretty much 
ignored. Sprout tops have a robust 
mineral quality which makes them a great 
accompaniment to gamey meat. 

In my recipe I’ve paired sauteed 
sprouts and sprout tops with duck, 
almonds, carrot puree and a red wine jus. 
To make the jus, boil a cup of red wine in 
a saucepan over a high heat until it has 
reduced by three quarters. Add a sprig of 
thyme, a bay leaf, a piece of orange peel, 
a quarter of a star anise and three cups of 
duck (or chicken) stock. Boil until it 
reduces to a nice sauce consistency, take 
off the heat, remove the anise and herbs 
and whisk in a knob of cold butter to give 
a rich and glossy finish.

DUCK WITH SPROUTS, ALMONDS, CARROT PUREE, ANISE JUS 


• Serves: 2 

• Preparation time: 30 minutes 

• Cooking time: 30 minutes 

2 duck breasts 

5 carrots, peeled and thinly sliced 
Aromatics: 1 star anise, 1 bay leaf and 5 
cardamom pods 
Butter 

12 Brussels sprouts, boiled until cooked 
al dente, then refreshed in iced water 
Handful of sprout tops, roughly cut 
and steamed 
10 blanched almonds 
Anise jus (see left) 

1 Bring the duck to room temperature. Cut a 
shallow crisscross in the skin without cutting 
into the meat to allow the fat to render out 


and help to crisp up the skin. 

2 Place the carrots in a pot with the aromatics 
and a cup of water. Cover with a tight-fitting 
lid and simmer until tender. Remove the 
spices and process with a knob of butter 
and a little cooking water until smooth. 

Season to taste. 

3 Season and pan-fry the duck for 5 minutes 
on a medium heat, skin-side down. Turn the 
duck breasts over, cover with a lid and cook 
on a low heat for a further 6 minutes. Remove 
the duck from the pan and leave to rest for 
10 minutes in a warm place, ideally an oven 
set to 50°C. 

4 Without cleaning the pan, saute the sprouts 
and the almonds until hot and starting to 
caramelise. 

5 Slice the duck and serve with the sprouts, 
sprout tops, puree and a drizzle of jus.

W hen it comes to 

pizza, it’s all about 
that base. And, 
um, the toppings. 

Thankfully, Four Hundred 
Rabbits has got both covered 
with cracking sourdough crusts 
that are light in texture but 
harbour a good flavour, plus 
inventive, seasonal toppings 
sourced from some of the UK’s 
most interesting artisanal producers. Plus they’re 
paired with craft beers - a winning formula. 

The place certainly looks the part, decked 
out in a sparse, contemporary fashion with long 
benches and stools that are somewhat reminiscent 
of the school science lab and a colour scheme that 
pits flashes of turquoise with hints of powder pink 
against a predominantly neutral background. It’s 
very cool. A bit Shoreditch, if I may say so. 

That sourdough base really is good, furnished 
with a generous slathering of San Marzano tomato 
base, plus a little hint of basil. Then comes the 
Fior de Latte Mozzarella, and atop this triumvirate 
of greatness I opted for smoked pigs cheek, 
smoked Lincolnshire poacher, sweet com and pea 
shoots - one of the specials that day. I skirted the edges with a 
cautious sprinkle of chilli oil, rolled up a slice into a handy sort 
of finger food (beer in the other hand) and wow, it was fantastic. 
Like those flavours were bom to be together. I should have been

a little more cautious with the 
chilli oil, but the bottle of Moor 
Golden Ale I’d ordered was 
hoppy and sharp enough to cut 
right through the damage. 

My friend’s Fourpure Pilsner 
certainly didn’t stand up to those 
bold flavours, but it was a good match for his 
simple, flawlessly executed margarita-style pizza. 
There are four rotating craft beers on tap and six 
in bottles and cans. You can also buy them in 
schooners (a two-third pint measure) and soon in 
growlers - a handy vessel that you can fill up and 
take home with you. 

Four Hundred Rabbits has hit upon a cunning 
way of serving you life’s indulgences in a way 
that’s almost good for you. Sourdough is more 
digestible and nutritious than standard dough and 
research has shown that craft beers have more 
health benefits than red wine. And so, to continue 
along the same vein, I ordered a two-scoop 
sundae of green tea sorbet (lots of antioxidants) 
and hazelnut sorbet (rich in vitamins and minerals), topped with 
cacao nibs (even more of those hard-working antioxidants). Who 
knew pizza, beer and ice-cream could be so good for you?

My interviewee is well placed to offer 
such a superlative. Jenny started working 
with the Group in 1998, at a time when it 
was owned by Davies, Laing and Dick 
College and she was still Head of 
Wetherby Pre-Prep. She has seen the 
Group evolve in the 17 years since to now 
own and operate 18 top independent 
schools, nurseries and sixth form colleges 
throughout the UK.

SEEDS OF DOUBT 

What’s betterfor your child: a country or a city upbringing? Stop 
choosing says one education expert ; and make the most of both 

Words SUE LAIDLAW 


A s a child, I was always 

fascinated by the tale of the 
‘Town Mouse and the Country 
Mouse’. It wasn’t the story 
itself that interested me, but the 
differences in their lives and their 
environments. Prior to having children - 
and as young parents - like many, we 
thought a great deal about the best place 
in which to raise our family. 

In reality, most parents do not 
necessarily have much choice in where 
to bring up their children. Practical 
factors such as work commutes and 
potential school places, together with 
how life evolves, are usually determining 
factors in where we take root. Debate 
will always continue over the pros and 
cons of a country upbringing versus a 
town or city upbringing - the reality is 
that there are advantages in both. Our 
London offspring seem comfortable and 
happy hopping on a train or tube, and 
can often navigate their way around 
confidently and knowledgeably at a 
relatively young age, whilst their 
country-based cousins are more 
confident in different situations. 


So how can we balance the delights 
of an urban upbringing with the 
advantages of a more rural upbringing? 
You can start in your own back garden - 
get them involved with planting, digging, 
hunting out snails. Children love 
growing things, so their own garden 
patch can bring a tiny 
piece of rural life to a 
small child. 

London children 
live with many urban 
risks, but are perhaps 
not so often exposed 
to the measured risks 
that are more readily 
abundant in the countryside. From an 
early age, give them opportunities to 
mess around in streams, climb trees and 
generally get dirty. If you are able to fill 
their lives with animals, whether that be 
playing with insects in the garden, 
cleaning out their pets, mucking out 
horses or visiting farms, let them do it. 

One father, who made a recent 
decision to relocate to the country, 
looked back on how the London lives of 
his family necessitated driving to 


Richmond Park each weekend for a real 
sense of the outdoors - he delighted in 
how their lives had changed with no 
such need to do this anymore. It may 
seem second-best, but there is much to 
be said for this or for weekends of wild 
camping (with no social media or 

technology in sight). 
Make the most of 
opportunities to visit 
friends and family 
who live in more rural 
locations whenever 
possible as this can 
also open up 
opportunities for 
country weekends. As they get older, 
encourage youth hostelling with friends 
and Duke of Edinburgh Award activities. 

Stereotyping London life versus rural 
life is probably somewhat cliched. 
However, there is no doubt that children 
(and adults) of all ages benefit from the 
contrasts and opportunities that are 
available from different landscapes.

Landlords & 
legislation 

Simon Hughes of Conran 
Estates on staying on top of 
evolving lettings legislation 


W ith an increasing population and 

more people deciding to rent than 
ever before, the rental market is 
booming. 

Tenants are mainly savvy professionals with 
high expectations - especially in the areas we 
operate - and rightly so, as rents are not 
cheap. Service and great living conditions are 
therefore paramount for tenants. 

I have to say that I love the rental market - 
it's a thriving, dynamic industry that's always 
improving its standards and shirking its once 
murky image. However, being a landlord is now 
tougher than ever and keeping up with the 
huge burden of legislation is difficult unless you 
are a seasoned professional. This is why most of 


our landlords want us to professionally manage 
their property - the risks are then firmly in our 
court, rather than theirs. 

From 1 October there are two new pieces of 
legislation. The first is The Smoke and Carbon 
Monoxide Alarm (England) Regulations 2015, 
which states that, by law, every rented property 
must have a smoke alarm on every level of the 
building and a Carbon Monoxide detector in 
any room that contains a solid fuel appliance, 
which includes coal or wood-burning fires and 
wood-burning stoves. The penalty for non- 
compliance can be as much as £5,000. 

The second is part of the Deregulation Act. 
This piece of legislation regards issuing a Section 
21 notice to remove a tenant. In a nutshell. 


when maintenance requests are received, 
they need to be dealt with in a certain way. 

If they are not then you will be unable to 
remove the tenant for at least six months. 

Obviously these legislative acts are both 
more extensive than outlined here, and being 
ARLA regulated professionals in this field, we 
really do understand legislation and how to 
mediate between landlord and tenant. 

It is likely that there could be some more 
legislation with immigration checks potentially 
being placed on landlords shoulders and the 
likely penalty for non-compliance here could 
be criminal.

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TO SELL 
or not to sell? 

Gary O’Hare, Director of Streets Ahead, 
weighs up the pros and cons of selling your 
current home before you buy a new one 


Y ou've been 
looking for a 
new home for 
ages and 

suddenly one comes on 
the market that is just 
perfect - so you put in an 
offer and to your delight 
it's accepted. But if you 
still have to market your existing home, you 
may face a race against time to sell before 
you have to exchange contracts on the new 
property. Which begs the question, would it be 
easier to sell before you buy? 

As it stands, most people sell their current 
home at the same time as buying a new one, 
forming a property chain of buyers and sellers. 
Being stuck in a chain can be stressful and 
expensive - if just one person drops out, the 
whole chain can collapse, meaning no one 
can move. 

There are things you can do to avoid the 


chain, like organising a bridging loan, so you 
can temporarily cover the cost of the new 
property until you sell the old one - although 
this can prove very costly and most solicitors 
would recommend against it. Or you could 
decide to sell your current home before you 
buy a new one, but this is 
not risk-free either. 

Selling before you buy 
can have great 
advantages, however. 

Firstly, it puts you in a 
strong position when 
buying - sellers prefer a 
buyer who has the cash in the bank - and you 
may get a better price if you find a seller who 
needs to move quickly. You are less likely to be 
gazumped if you put in a fair offer because the 
buyer is less likely to accept another offer if they 
know you have the money and are good to 
move. You are in a stronger negotiating 
position, able to strike a better deal, because 


you are not in a hurry to move, and you can 
probably accommodate a seller more easily. 
Also, because you don't need to make a 
quick sale, you will not be pressurised into 
selling cheaply just so you can move to the 
new house. 

There are disadvantages to consider, too. 
Choosing a new home is a big decision - if 
you sell first you will have limited time to look 
for the property you want or need before you 
have to move out of your current property. If 
you can't find somewhere new quickly, you 
may have to rent for a time, which can prove 
very costly, and if prices are rising fast, by the 
time you've sold your house and sorted out 
somewhere to rent, a new house could be 
much more expensive. 

Here are some tips to make the process 
easier. If you decide to sell before you buy, 
ensure you have organised things like your 
mortgage - better still, get one pre-approved 
- so you can buy quickly once you've sold. 
Decide where to buy and the type of 
property you want well in advance and keep 
a close eye on the market while you are 
selling in case that perfect property comes 
along. Get to know all 
the local estate agents 
before you sell, so they 
can let you know 
quickly about the best 
properties that come up 
for sale. Try and slow 
down the selling process 
by agreeing a longish period before the 
move with your own buyer to give yourself 
more time. You could also increase the 
mortgage on your existing property to use as 
deposit, rather than apply for a bridging loan.
